‘Appointments Made Soon After 
Simpson-Crawford Corpora- 
* tion Goes Into Liquidation. 


NEW YORK, April 9.—Recetvers were 
appointed today by Federal Judge Hand 
for the J. B. Greenhut Co., which op- 


erates two department stores in this 
city. 

The receivership was applied for in 
a suit brought by the Monmouth Se- 


ourities Co., and tne defendant con- 
sented to the appointment. Walter 
‘Cc. Moyes and William A. Marble were 
named as receivers. Their bond was 
fized at $100,000. 

The J. B. Greenhut Co. had an author- 
ized and outstanding capital stock of 
$¢,000,000 and a bond issue of $6,000,000 
sinking fund gold 6 per cent bonds. Un- 
der the provisions of the bond issue, 
$150,000 worth of the bonds were to be re- 
tired annually. The Central Trust Co. 
of New York is trustee. 

Stere Absorbed. 

Two changes have been made since the 

incorporation of the original firm. 
Greenhut & Co., Nov. 6, 1910. The first 
occurred when Greenhut & Co. became 
consetidated with the Siegel, Cooper Co. 
under the name of the Greenhut-Siegel- 
Cooper Co. In May of last year the firm 
name was changed to the J. B. Green- 
hut Co. J. B. Greenhut is president of 
the firm. 
“The department store conducted by 
the company long known as the Siege!l- 
Cooper store occupies both blocks on 
Sixth avenue, between Eighteenth and 
Nineteenth streets. 

Assets of the store are listed in the 
complaint at- $7,465,419, including mer- 
chandise, cash and accounts receivable. 
The liabilities, it is said, aggregate %2,- 
613,060, not including the mortgage lia- 
bilities amounting to approximately $2,- 
960,000. 


J. B. Greenhut, president of the firm, 
is treasurer of the Monmouth Securities 
‘Co., upon whose application the receiv- 
‘ers were appointed. The suit is based 


‘on indebtedness of approximately $200,- 


@0 alleged to be due the securities corm- 


\ pany and representing money loaned to 


‘the Greenhut company.

In connection with its department 
stores, the J. B. Greenhut company con-+ 
ducted a private bank for the conven- 
ience of its customers. In December 
last, however, thé firm gave notice 
that it intended to withdraw from the 
banking tusiness and that no interest 
on deposits would be paid after Jan. 1, 
1916. The date fixed by the firm for 
its withdrawal from the banking busi- 
ness was March 1.

Finds 1,160,000,000 
Organisms in a Gram 
of Desiccated Egg 


Woman Bacteriologist Testifies 
Eggs in Question Are Not 
Fit to Eat. 


Mrs. Maud Mason Obst, assistant bac- 
teriologist of the Bureau of Chemistry 
at Washington, who came to St. Louis 
to testify in the United States District 
Court in the case of the United States 
vs. two barrels of desiccated eggs, told 
Judge Dyer today that in a one-gram 
gample of the said desiccated eggs she 
found between 550,000,000 and 620,000,000 
organisms and in another oné-gram sam- 
ple 1,160,000,000 organisms. 

Judge Dyer said he supposed the wit- 
ness méant, from this arfay of figures, 
that the desiccated eggs were not good 
for food. Mrs. Obst told him that was 
it; those particular debiccated eggs wers 
not fit for human consumption. 

The desicated eggs were seized Nov. 
13, 1914, by William R. M. Wharton, a 
fruit and drug inspector on their ar- 
rival here. They were consigned by the 
Consolidated Egg Co. of Dallas, Tex., 
to a local dealer. Samples were sent to 
Washington for analysis and Mrg. Obst 
testified to the results of the analysis. 

Judge Dyer ordered the United States 
Marshal to destroy the desicated eggs 
and their organisms.

F-A WAS FAULTY 
‘SAD COMMANDER 
OF LOST SUBMARINE 


Brother of Officer Received 
Letter Saying It Was Ex- 
pected “‘To Go Up.” 


LOS ANGELES, April 9.—‘I expect 


the whole thing to go up in smoke any 
time,”’ said Lieut. Alfred L. Ede, of 
the United States submarine F4 in a 
letter written to Allison D. Ede, his 
brother here with reference to his ves- 
sel just two days before it was losi 
off Honolulu Harbor, 
March 2%. The brother, Allison Ede, a 
city employe, gave out today a portion 
of the letter which he received only a 
day or so ago. 

Lieut. Ede, his brother stated, wrote 
that the vessel was leaky and ethers 
in poor condition, 

Mr. Ede said, however, that Lieut. 
Ede had written that the vessel was 
supplied with new motors while in dry- 
dook. Previous reports had stated that 
the motors were old and worn and 
were therefore believed to have been 
responsible for the loss of the F ‘4. 

Mrs. Elsie Nelson. widow of Wil- 
liam S. Nelson, engineer on the sub- 
marine F4, said in an interview here 
her husband had told her he notified 
the flotilla commander that the sub-

a blowout, would never be the same 
again. She said he also told her the 
submarine had only four days’ supply 
of air instead of a two wéeks’ supply, 
provided by the regulations. 

Mrs. Nelson returned yesterday 
from Honolulu. 

Naval officials have denied that the 
F4 was defective. Efforts are being 
made at Honolulu to raise the craft, 
which is supposed to be 300 feet under 
the sea: Expert divers from the Brook- 
lyn navy yard left San Francisco this 
week for Honolulu to aid in raising the 
submarine. 

Twenty-one lives were lost on the F4.

Talk Is Interrupted. 

No one else was in the financier’s of- 
fice at the time, Mrs. Curtis testified, 
and nothing more about Lois, now Mrs. 
Kizey G. Burkham, was said, for just 
then a.Mr. Reed, one of Campbell's sec- 
retaries, came into the private office 
with 10,000 shares of stock which Mrs. 
Curtis had called to purchase. 

Mrs. Curtis is one of the plaintiffs in 
the will contest suit, and, as such, has 
subscribed to the plaintiffs’ allegation 
that Campbell died childless. The will 
contest has narrowed down to one 
point—whether Mrs. Burkham is Camp- 
bell’s daughter. 

Mrs. Curtis is 73 vears old and has 
been ill for some time. L. Frank Ottofy, 
attorney for the plaintiffs, says Mrs. 
Curtis’ health ig such that she may be 
unable to testify in court. In that 
event her deposition would be read into 
the record, subject to any objection 
which the Court might sustain. 

The deposition of Mrs. Curtis was 
taken before a notary Dec. 31, last, in 
Webster Groves, at the residence of 
Mrs. E. F. Cushing, 2% East Rosemont 
avenue. She went there that day in an 
automobile with Ottofy, and, in ex- 
planation of going there, said she 
wanted to get away from reporters. 

Mrs. Curtis said Campbell’s relatives 
had discussed Lois’ parentage and had 
agreed that she was not Campbell’s 
daughter, but was adopted. 

She said Mrs. Campbell, in conversa- 
tion with her, had told her she wanted 
an heir. “She was married six years 
before they found one,” Mrs. Curtis 
added. 

‘‘When did you first hear of this heir?’’ 
Ottofy asked. 

“I saw it in the paper,” Mrs. Curtis 
replied. ‘It was announced in the paper 
at the time it had been there a week.” 

Mrs. Curtis testified she had seen Mrs. 
Campbell a number of times within the 
year before March 17, 1893, when the 
defense asserts Lois was born. 

In February, the month before Lois’ 
birth, she said she asked Dr. Theodore 
Prewitt about it, and that he told her 
a child was not expected. This con- 
versation, she said, took place in 
Dr. Prewitt’s office when she went 
there to pay a bill, as Dr. Prewitt 
was physician for both her and Mrs. 
Campbell. Dr. Prewitt is dead. 
Diseussed Child With Mrs. Campbell. 

“Did you ever have any talk with 
Mrs. Campbell, herself, as to where 
Lois was born?’’ Ottofy inquired. ‘‘Why,” 
Mrs. Curtis responded, ‘‘she told me 
she was born at the Waldorf-Astoria.” 
There has been considerable previous 
testimony, some Witnesses saying Lois 
was born in the Grand Union: Hotel in 
New York. 

“Did Mrs. Campbell ever tell you who 
the godmother was?’’ ‘Yes, but really 
I forget. But it wasn't that woman who 
testified in New York.”’ 

“It was not Mrs. Mahoney?” 
it was somebody else.”’ 

Mrs. Curtis testified that she last heard 
from Mrs.’ Campbell the day after the 
will contest was filed, when Mrs. Camp- 
bell telephoned to her. “She was great- 
ly excited,” Mrs. Curtiag testified, 
“seemed to be Mysterical in fact, and 
she says, ‘Who are these people that 
are trying to break Mr. Campbell's wil]?”’ 
She said Mrs. Campbell asked her to 
visit the Campbell residence, but that 
she declined, because she was lame 
from rheumatism. 

She said Mrs. Campbell had not com- 
municated with her for five years prior 
to that telephone conversation, and that 
she had not been at the Campbell resi- 
dence, at 2 Westmoreland place, for five 
years preceding her brother’s death.

Considerable Ground Gained. 
“The French advance thus is being 


pressed from three bases in three dif- 
ferent directions. According to Paris 
official reports French forces on 
fronts many miles long have occu- 
pied new ground measuring from 
several hundred yards to two miles 
deep. That the German resistance to 
these advances has been stubborn is 
strikingly indicated by the French 
report that the Germans, on one point 
of the attack, left 1000 dead on the 


field. 

Today's 
French War Office says: 

“Rritish troops repelled during the 
night of April 7-8 a German attack, 

“In the wood at Ailly we captured 
new trenches and repelled twe coun- 
ter attacks, as already reported. We 
also secured six machine guns and 


communication from the 


two trench mortars. The enemy 


|ceased his counter attacks after mid- 
day.’ 

The War Office last night issued a 
statement summing up in detail the 
results of the offensive operations in 
Eastern France as follows: 

“Despite the continued bad weather, 
fresh successes were won yesterday and 
today between the Meuse and the Mo- 
selle. At Eparges a night attack en- 
abled us to make a step in advance and 
we have maintained our progress, not- 
withstanding three violent counter at- 
tacks. We have already counted on the 
field more than 1000 dead bodies of Ger 
mans. 

‘Further to the south, near Lemor- 
ville, in a spirited. infantry action, ‘we 
wiped out a German camp and took 
prisoner the 10 survivors. 

“In the Ailly wood we carried addi- 
tional trenches and repulsed two counter 
attacks. In the forest of Montmore, 
north of Flirey, we gained a: footing in 
the enemy’s defense works and ‘held our 
ground there in spite of the efforts the 
enemy made ‘to regain them. 

“To the northeast af this wood the 
cable of a captive balloon was severea 
by one of our shells and the balloon 
drifted across our line toward the south- 
east. 

‘‘To sum up: The Offensive reconnais- 
sances and attacks, which we have car- 
ried out since April 4 betwen the Meuse 
and the Moselle have given the follow- 
ing results: 

‘1, On the northeast and east fronts 
of Verdun we have gained on a front 
of 20 kilometers (about 12% miles) from 
one to three kilometers, and occupied 
the heights which dominate the course 
of the Orne River and carried the vil- 
lages of Gussainville and Fromezey. 

Counter Attacks Numerous. 

“2. On the heights of the Meuse, at 
Eparges, we have carried almost the 
whole of the strong position held by the 
enemy on the plateau which commands 
Combres, and we retain the ground cap- 
tured in the face of rumerous and: vio- 
lent counter attacks. 

‘3. Further to the south, near 8St. 
Michiel, we have captured the entire 
southwestern portion of the Allly woods, 
where the Germans were strongly es- 
tablished.

Woman Telis of Realty Deal. 

At the home of Frederick H. Gossel, 
4026A. Newstead avenue, Mrs. Gossel was 
seen by a reporter. Her husband was 
not at home. Mrs. Gossel said that in 
the spring of 1910 she and her husband 
decided to build a house and Frederick 
advanced $4900 to them, taking as secur- 
ity a deed of trust on their property. 

Two years ago, Mrs. Gossel said, all 
their transactions with Frederick ceased 
and since then the Northwestern Bank 
has been the holder of the mortgage. So 
far as she knew, she said, this was the 
only mortgage ever placed on the prop- 
erty. 

The deed -of trust which Mrs. Wein- 
heimer looked up was made Nov. 6, 1999, 
and was signed by Frederick H. Gossel 
and his wife, Gertie, as parties of the 
first part, to A. H. Frederick, party of 
the second part, and Walter W. Nie- 
haus, party of the third part. 

The property covered by the deed is 
on the east side of Newstead avenue, 
the second lot south of Farlin avenue, 
with a 28*foot front and a depth of 130 
feet. Seven promissory notes were 
given with this deed, aggregating $3500 
in amount, and payable one every six 
months, with interest notes of $195 each.

ACTOR’S BALD SPOT 


VAUSES ARREST AS 
CONFIDENCE MAN 


Theodore Wardello, actor, whose 
stage name is Ted Ward, is locked 
up at the Central District Police Sta- 
tion because he has a bald spot and 
an English accent and because Claire 
A. Roberts, cattleman, of Rosebud, 
N. M., thinks the bald spot and the 
English accent are the same as were 
possessed by one of a. pair of con- 
fidence men who tried to trick him 
out of his money Tuesday. 

Roberts, who has vowed that he 
will not leave St. Louis until he has 
brought both of the men to justice, 
caused Wardello’s arrest today, after 
trailing him many blocks. 


Roberts, who is staying at the Mary- 
land Hotel, was walking around Tues- 
day when two men struck up an ac- 
ocuaintance with him at Fourth and 
Olive streets, and in a little while they 
were matching coins. Roberts exhibited 
a roll of bills, and one of the men 
grabbed it. 

Won or Lost $2. 

Roberts resisted, and got it back, but 
he does not know whether he is $2 out 
or $2 ahead. He had either $43 or $47, 
and he does not know which. When he 
ccunted it afterward there was $45. 

The men got away, but Roberts told 
Capt. O'Brien about it, and announced 
that he was going to stay in town as 
long as his $45 lasted, and then send 
kome for more, and he was going to 
catch those fellows and prosecute them 
if it took all summer. 

At 11 o'clock today Roberts saw a 
man enter the Night and Day Bank at 
Olive and Ninth streets who looked 
like one of the confidence men. He fol- 
lowed him into the bank and heard the 
man speaking to the paying teller who 
cashed a check for him. Sure enough, 
the man spoke with an English accent. 

Roberts trailed him through the busi- 
ness section. As he walked he wrote a 
note to Capt. O’Brien, asking him ‘o 
send detectives to Fourth street and 
Washington avenue, in which direction 
the man was heading. 

Floor Walker Interested, 

At Broadway and Washington av- 
enue Roberts hurriedly entered a store, 
handed the note to a floor walker and 
asked him to get it to Capt. O’Brien. 
The floor walker took it to the police 
station in person. A detective was sent, 
but he did not find Roberts. 

Roberts did not want to have the man 
arrested unless he had a bald spot. He 
trailed the man out Olive street to 
Fourteenth street. Going south on Four- 
teenth street the man raised his hat to 
mop his brow. He had a bald spot. At 
Fourteenth and Chestnut streets Rob- 
erts called two policemen and the man 
was taken to the police station. 

He gave his name and said he was 
staying at the Belmont, 1508 Market 
street. He had a bald spot but his “‘En- 
glish accent” was stage English. He 
protested his innocence. 

Scene They Hadn't Expected, 

At the hotel, detectives found Wardel- 
lo’s wife and two other women and two 
young men waiting to rehearse a drama 
that is to be tried on the Ilinois prov- 
inces.

FIRE IN HOME OF 
11 PERSONS IS T0 
BF INVESTIGATED 


Wheaton Family Occupying Six- 
Room Cottage Is Divided 
Into Two Factions. 


STORIES OF BLAZE DIFFER 


Mystery Added by Fact That £s- 
tate Was to Have Been Par- 
_titioned This Month. 


Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Noble 
of St. Louis County said today that he 
probably would ask the next grand jury 
to investigate the strange circum- 
stances surrounding a fire at Wheaton 
yesterday morning which destroyed a 
six-room cottage in which six grown 
persons and five children were living. 


Prosecutor Noble said that the ll oc- 
cupants, relatives of one another, had 
for some time aligned themselves in 
two hostile factions and had occasion- 
ally complained to the authorities at 
Clayton of breaches of the peace. Each 
faction came to him with a different 
story of the fire and he had found it 
impossible to arrive alone at the facts. 

One faction, the attorney learned, was 
composed of Robert Whiteside, his wife, 
five children and his brothers, Samuel 
and William. The other was formed by 
his brother, David, and his sister, Mrs. 
Susan Chivington. ‘The first nine occu- 
pied the forward part of the house and 
the last two the two rooms at the back. 
All are heirs to the $15,000 estate of 
Samuel Whiteside, who died in 1876, 
and of his wife, who died a year ago. 


Mra. Chivington’s Story. 

When Mrs. Chivington arrived at the 
Clayton courthouse several hours after 
the fire, she said she was wearing bor- 
rowed clothes, as all of her own prop- 
erty had been destroyed. She declared 
that most of the goods of those in the 
forward part had been removed from the 
burning building. 

Samuel and William Whiteside told 
the prosecutor that the fire started on 
the outside and that it was discovered 
hy Henrietta, 15-year-cld daughter of 
Robert. When Henrietta leaped from 
her bed her feet were burned, they de- 
ciared, by a blaze that was running 
urder it and Samuel and William aay 
they both smelled kerosene. 

Previous Fires Discovered. 

The Awo declared that there had been 
two previous fires at the house within 
the last few weeks, both of them dis- 
covered by Henrietta, who is a light 
sleeper. The mystery of the whole af- 
fair became deeper when it was learned 
that the estate was to be partitioned 
the latter part of this month. As it 
consisted principally of the cottage and 
the 22 acres surrounding it, these were 
to have been sold April 2. a. 

Samuel declared that when he ran 
cutside he met his brother, David, and 
David's friend, John Murphy. He de- 
Clares that he ant David had werds 
and that “I hit him a crack.’’ . 

The front porch on the east side of 
the building was burning and the house 
was also afire around a north window. 


Evidence of Incendiarism. 

Prosecutor “Noble declares that he has 
strong evidence of incendiarism, in- 
asmuch as the blaze seemed to move 
against the wind, indicating, in his opin- 
ion, the use of kerosene. 

Samuel and William have been living 
at the place for about a year. Both of 
them spent 20 years in Mexico, return- 
ing after their mother’s death, with the 
statement that the revolution had com- 
pelled them to seek refuge in the United 
States.

Acceptance of Prussian Treaty of 1828 as Bind- 
ing Raises Interesting Questions—Sinking 
of Ship Held Justifiable. ies 


oe 


WASHINGTON, April 9.—Secretary 
Bryan had before him today the reply 
of the German Government to the re- 
cent American note regarding the de- 
struction of the American ship William 
P. Frye, together with her cargo vf 
wheat, by the German auxiliary cruiser 


Prinz Eitel Friedrich, in which Ger- 
many announced her intention of com- 
pensating the owners of the Frye. The 
United States Government had claimed 
an indemnity of $228,069.64. 

The reply had been transmitted by 
Ambaasador Gerard at Berlin, The Ger- 
man Government declares that the sink- 
ing of the Frye was justified under in- 
ternational law and assumes liability 
for the ship and cargo as well under 
the treaties of 1799 and 1828. Germany 
declares, however, that the case will 
have to be taken before a prize court 
to establish facts regarding ownership 
of ship and cargo. 

Germany’s contention is that the 
Frye’s cargo of wheat was contraband 


because it was consigned “for order’, 


to Queenstown, declared to be a Brit- 
ish fortified port. 
Interesting Points Raised. 

Close study by officials of Germany's 
note reveals many points that may 
have a far-reaching effect on other le- 
gal questions arising between the 
United States and Germany. 

Germany’s acceptance of the treaty 
of 1828 as still binding would make it 
apparently incumbent on her, officials 
thought, to pay for any losses suffered 
by American shippers of contraband 
articles in American vessels althougn 
the right to lawfully detain such car- 
goes and compensate the owners at a 
later date was reserved. There is a 
question also in the minds of officials 
here whether the treaty would not give 
American owners the right to record 
damages for the loss of their goods 
aboard the vessels of Germany's ene- 
mies. 

One of the interesting phases of the 
Frye note, however, which was pointed 
out by officials as likely to have an im- 
portant bearing on the subject of sub- 
marine attacks on belligerent craft was 
the statement regarding the obligations 
of commanders to remove passengers 
to a place of safety. It may be cited by 
the United States when it begins its dis- 
cussion with the Berlin Foreign Office 
en the death of Leon C. Thresher, in 
the submarine attack on the British 
steamer Falaba. 

Text of German Reply. 

The German reply follows: 

‘The undersigned has the honor to 
make reply to the note of his excellency, 
Mr. James W. Gerard, Ambassador of 
the United States of America, dated the 
38d instant, Foreign Office No. 2892, rela- 
tive to claims for damages for the sink- 
ing of the American merchant vessel, 
William P. Frye, by the German aux- 
iliary cruiser Prinz Hitel Friedrich. 

“According to the reports which have 
reached the German Government the 
commander of the Prinz Hitel Friedrich 
stopped the William P. Frye on the high 
seas, Jan. 27, 1915, and searched her. He 
found on board a cargo of wheat con- 
signed to Queenstown, Falmouth or 
Piymouth to order. After he had first 
tried to remove the cargo from the Wil- 
liam P. Frye, he took the ship’s papers 

“Tt results from these facts that the 
German commander acted quite in ac- 
cordance with the principles of interna- 
tional law as laid down in the declara- 
tion of London and the German prize 
ordinance. The ports of Queenstown, 
Falmouth and Plymouth, whither the 
snip visited was bound, are strongly 
{crtified English coast places, which, 
moreover, serve as bases for the Brit- 
ish naval forces. The cargo of wheat, 
being food or foodstuffs, was condi- 
t‘onal contraband within the mearing of 
article 24, No. 1, of the Declaration o* 
London and Article 23, No. 1, of the 
German prize ord'!nance and was, there- 
fore, to be considered as destined for 
the armed forces of the enemy pur- 
suant to articles 33 and 3% of the Dec- 
laration of London and articles 32 and 
33 of the German prize ordinance and 
to be treated as contraband pending 
proof of the contrary. 

“Shipping of Ship Permissible.” 

“This proof was certainly not capable 
of being adduced at the time of the 
visiting of the vessel since the cargo 
papers read to order. This, however, 
furnished the conditions under which, 
pursuant to article 49 of the Declara- 
tion of London, and article 113 of the 
German prize ordinance, the sinking of 
the ship was permissible since it was 
not possible for the auxiliary cruiser to 
take the prize into a German port with- 
out involving danger to its own security 
or the success of its operation. The du- 
ties devolving upon the cruiser before 
destruction of the ship pursuant to ar- 
ticle 50. of the Declaration of London, 
and article 116 of the German prize or- 
dinance, were fulfilled by the cruiser in 
that it took on board all the persons 
found on the sailing vessel as well as 
the ship's papers. 

“The legality of the measures taken 
by the German commander is further- 
more subject to examination by the 
German prize court pursuant to article 
51 of the Declaration of London and 
section 1, No. 2, of the German code of 
prize procedure. These prize proceed- 
ings will be instituted before the prize 
court at Hamburg a8 soon as the ship's 
papers are received and will comprise 
the settlement of questions whether the 
destruction of the cargo and the ship 
was necessary within the meaning of 
article 49 of the Declaration of Lon- 
don; whether the property sunk was lia- 
ble to capture and, whether, or to what 
extent indemnity is to be awarded the 
owners. 

“In the trial the owners of ship and 
cargo would be at liberty, pursuant to 
article #4, paragraph 5 of the Deciara- 
tion of London, to adduce proof that 
the cargo of wheat had an innocent des- 
tination and did not, therefore, have the 
character of contraband. If such proof 
is not adduced, the German Government 
would not be liable for any compensa- 


tion whatever, according to the general 
principles of international law. 
Two Treaties on Contraband. 

*‘*However, the legai situation is some- 
what different in the light of the special 
stipulations applicable to the relations 
between Germany and the United States 
since article 13 of the Prussian-American 
treaty of friendship and commerce of 
July 11, 1799, taken in connection with 
article 12 of the Prussian-American 
treaty of commerce and navigation of 
May 1, 1828, provides that contraband be- 
longing to the subject or citizens of 
either party cannot be confiscated by the 
other in any case but only detained or 
used in ccensideration of payment of the 
full value of the same. 

“On the ground of this treaty stipula- 
tion, which is as a matter of course bind- 
ing on the German prize court, the 
American owners of ship and cargo 
would receive compensation even if the 
court should declare the cargo of wheat 
to be contraband. Nevertheless, the ap- 
proaching prize proceedings are not ren- 
dered superfluous since the competent 
prize court must examine into the legali- 
ty of the capture and destruction and 
also pronounce upon the standing of the 
claimants and the amount of indemnity. 

“The undersigned begs to suggest that 
the Ambassador bring the above to the 
knowledge of his Government and avails 
himself et cetera. JAGOW.”

CHINA GETS U.S. 
NOTE TO JAPAN AND 
REPLY OF LATTER 


Answers by Tokio Government 
Said to Be Contrary to Text 
of Original Demands. 
PEKIN, April 9.—The Chinese Govern- 
pient received yesterday an outline of 
the note of the United States Govern- 
Ment to Japan, concerning the demands 
fade upon China by Japan, and of the 
reply of the Japanese Government. It 
is said this reply was made on March 
22 by Takaaki Kato, Japanese Minister 

of Foreign Affairs. 

The Chinese report says that the Amer- 
ican note covened 20 pages and specifi- 
cally asked five questions. These ques- 
tions and the replies of Japan therete 
ere set forth as follows: 

The United States inquired concerning 
Japan’s demand that in the province of 
Fukien, Japan shall have the right to 
work mines, build railroads and con-, 
struct harbor works, and in case of the 
employment of foreign capital that Ja- 
pan shall be first consulted. The Japa- 
nese vernment replied that these con- 
ditiong were desired for the primary 
rurpose of preventing other nationals 
from acquiring special rights there, Ja- 
pan understanding that Americans wish 
to build dockyards in the harbor of 
Santuao. This position is of great 
strategic importance, Japan pointed out, 
on account of the possibility of its use 
for iirecti rations against Formosa

Japanese » emand for supervision over 
the facture or purchase of war 
munitizns by China. The Japanese Gov- 
ernment expressed the opinion that this 
auestion could be solved most satisfac- 
torlly by the employment of mixed 
torces of Japanese and Chinese; a sys- 
t-n which Japan says already exists.

The fourth juestion concerned the de- 
mand for er loyment by China of Jap- 
anese politic 1 advisers. Japan replied 
that politica: advisers will not be im- 
posed upon China, but merely recom- 
mended. 

The fifth question related to the de- 
mand Japan was said to have fnade that 
“No island, port or harbor along the 
coast shall be ceded or leased to any 
third Power.” The Japanese Govern- 
“ment replied that this proposed re- 
triction would apply to Japan as well as 
to ther Powers. 

The Chinese Government, it is said, 
has been informed that if the American 
Government pledges itself not to con- 
eentrate a naval dockyard at Santuao, 
the Japanese will forego their demand 
for special privileges in Fukien, proba- 
bly excepting the building of railroads. 
Tt has been learned that the agents of 
an American steel company visited 
Santuao two years ago at the request of 
the Chinese Government and considered 
the project of a naval base there, but 
that even a preliminary contract was 
rot signed.

FDISON DECLARES 
FAMINE. IN DYES. 
UR OWN FAULT 


Inventor Asserts Protection for 
Capital Would Develop In- 
dustry in United States. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 9.—‘‘I see no hope 
for relief from the dye famine during 
the war except through legislation, and 
it is a case where I fear the remedy 
would be worse than the disease,’’ said 
Thomas A. Edison today to a repre- 
sentative of the Post-Dispatch. ‘‘Amer- 
ican industries dependent upon colors 
are in a bad situation. A large number 
of textile and other manufacturing 
plants are confronted by a partial sus- 
pension within the next few weeks. 
Many necessary colors cannot be ob- 
tained even now, and the _ statement 
that the country’s stock of dyes will 
not last more than six or eight weeks 
is not an exaggeration. 

““‘We have only ourselves to blame for 
our plight. We have foreseen the sit- 
vation for years, talked about it and 
¢one nothing. Not ome man in Con- 
gress would put a dollar of his own 
money into the dyeing industry under 
the conditions that have obtained ani 
obtain today. Capital will not go into 
an industry that offers nothing but a 
certain loss. 

“What is needed is a simple piece of 
tariff legislation—not necessarily an in- 
crease in the existing rate. I believe 
we can compete on equal terms with 
Germany and all the world, but we 
must be protected from the unfair, un- 
derhanded competition that Germany 
may be. expected to resume after the 
war. 

“When we did manufacture aniline 

oil in the hope of creating a real dye 
industry here, German manufacturers 
shipped it in at prices below their cwn 
cost of production, until our business 
was reduced to nearly nothing. Canada 
has an anti-dumping clause in its tar- 
iff that prevents such competition. 
There is no good reason why we should 
not have it here. In the last tariff 
revision there was an anti-dumping 
clause, but the Senate cut it out. 
“We can produce immediately only 
the primary colors. What is most 
needed now is a supply of the staple 
blacks, reds and blues. The compli- 
cated dyes, which are a highly spe- 
clalized product of the German chem- 
ists, will take longer to produce. But 
virtually all the aniline dye patents 
have expired, and wa4 have the chem- 
ists who know how to froduce them. 
It is purely a problem of capital, of 
a fair return on capital. In six 
months, I believe, a domestic dye in- 
dustry could be placed well on its 
-feet and grow to large proportions.”

The petition, which 
was supported by some 1500 affidavits, 
set forth the troubles of William Lor- 
imer for five years back and _ cited 
speeches by Robert Sweitzer, defeated 
for the mayoralty last Tuesday, in which 
he referred to William Hale Thompson, 
Mayor-eiect, as ‘‘the twin brother of 
Mr. Lorimer.”’

Delegates to Be Sworn. 

It was stated authoritatively, this 
morning, that, when the Commercial 
Club delegates appear here to present 
their resolution, they will be placed 
under Oath and asked to testify to any 
direct knowledge they may have on the 
railroad situation which the commission 
has not been able to obtain, but wilb not 
be permitted to make long speeches 
on the condition the railroads claim to 
be working under. 

Each of the commissioners is making 
a close study of figures submitted by 
their. accountants and rate experts, at 
the last hearing, as published in the 
Post-Dispatch alone, ‘and which were 
very unfavorable to the railroads. 

Evidence submitted by J. M. McShane, 
expert accountant for the commission, 
discloses that the railroads’ showing of 
a@ net loss in Missouri for the last year 
was obtained by charging “this State 
with five times as great a part of the 
total expenses as was justified by the 
rroportionate amount of business done 
in the State. 

He showed that, if the total volyime 
of business done by the roads had Post 
them at the rate they charged to Mis- 
sourl, for freight and passenger busi- 
ness alone, their operating revenues 
would have been three times as great 
as they really were. 


Revenues Per Mile. 

C. B. Bee, rate expert for the commis- 
sion, Who formerly held the same posi- 
tion with the Oklahoma’ commission, 
showed that the railroads were now 
charging higher rates in Missouri than 
iu any’ surrounding states, though their 
taxes were very’ much lower here than 
in the other states. Bee also showed 
that their revenue per mile in Missouri 
was greater than in neighboring states 
ty the following amounts:

“T don’t care what they do with me 
now,” she said. “‘The worst they could 
do would be better than what I have 
suffered for 14 years.” 

Though Mrs. Highley, when first ar- 
rested, tcld in detail how she shot her 
husband with his own revolver, firing 
six shots at him, she now refuses to ‘alk 
of the shooting and refers questioners 
to her attorney, Otto Karbe. 

In an effort to shield his wife, High- 
ley, after the shooting, told policemen 
and city hospital nurses he shot himself. 
Attorney Karbe said Mrs. Highley was 
under the strain of great excitement 
when she admitted shooting her hus- 
band. ‘The police believe this indicates 
that an effort will be made to show that 
Highley was telling the truth when he 
shot himself and to give his assertion 
the legal force of an ante-mortem state- 
ment in defending Mrs. Highley. 

To reporters and detectives yesterday 
afternoon Mrs. Highley talked at some 
length about her domestic unhappiness 

‘‘My troubles began three weeks after 
our marriage 14 years ago,’’ she said. 
“I found my husband had two natures.

‘Kid.’ When we were alone he was dif- 
ferent.

I’m not 
crazy, but I’ve been driven almost iIn- 
sane. I have had nervous spells and I 
had nervous prostration after my last 
child was born, about two years ago. 

“He was always ordering me around 
and making me work. Yesterday morn- 
ing he orened the windows at 5 o’clock 
and ordered me to get up and go to 
work, I had stood it as long ag I could.

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OF TYPHUS FEVER 


WASHINGTON, April 9.—Dr. Ernest 
P. Magruder of this city, one of the 
physicians at the head of the American 
Red Cross untt in Servia, has succumbed 
to typhus fever. 

His death was reported today from 
Belgrade to Red Cross headquarters 
here. 

Dr. Magruder is the second American 
surgeon to give his life to the Amer- 
ican Red Cross work in the fight against 
the epidemic of typhus which is sweep- 
ing the stricken country. The first was 
Dr. Fosenh F. Donnelly of Brooklyn, and 


after a heroic effort to deal with the 
plague, Dr. Magruder was put in charge 
of the work. In Wasnington he had 


Georgetown University and was promi- 
nent in the work of the American Col- 
“et of Surgeons. 

His illness was not known here until 
last Sunday, when it was reported by 
Dr. Reynolds M. Kirby-Smith of 
Sewanee, Tenn., who had been at Pau, 
France, and on hearing of Dr. Magru- 
der’s illness went to him. 

The dead surgeon was 40 years old. His 
father, C. E. Magruder, lives at Annapo- 
lis, Md., and his widow and two chil- 
dren are in Scotland, where they have 
been since he went to Servia. 

Under the quarantine reguiations the 
bodies of Dr. Magruder and Dr. Don- 
relly cannot be brought home for a 
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year.

“It seemed to me that it was worth 
saying something like this: These are 
days of very great perplexity, when a 
great cloud of trouble hangs and broods 
over the greater part of the world. It 
Seems as if great blind material forces 
had been released which had for a long 
time been held in leash and restraint. 
Yet, underneath it, you can see the 
strong impulses of great ideals. It would 
be impossible, ladies and gentlemen, for 
men to go through what men are going 
through on the battlefields of Europe, 
and struggle through the present dark 
nicht of their terrible struggle, if it were 
not that they saw, or thought that they 
saw, the broadening of light where the 
morning should come up, and believed 
that they were standing each on his side 
of the contest for some eternal principle 
of right. 

“Then, all about them, all about us, 
there sits the silent, waiting tribunal 
which is going to utter the ultimate 
judgment upon this struggle, the great 
tribunal of the opinion of the world; and

EVANSVILLE, Ind., April 9.—David J. 


Mackey, 82 years old, at one time prom- 
inent as a railroad owner and builder 
and known to many people in St. Louis, 
died in a hospftal here at 3 o'clock this 
morning after an illness of two weeks. 
His right leg was amputated Thursday 
ina vain attempt to check gangrene. 

At one time Mackey was president of 
the old Louisville, Evansville & bt. 
Luis Railroad, now a part of the 
Southern; the Evansville & Terre Haute, 
now a part of the Chicago & Eastern 
Illinois; the Peoria, Decatur & BPvans- 
ville, now a part of the Illinois Central: 
the Evansville & Indianapolis and the 
Evansville & Richmond iines. Mackey 
lost his holdings in these roads in the 
panic of 1893 and they were thrown into 
the hands of a receiver. 

Mackey was Evansville’s. first million- 
aire and formerly was interested in 
many industries here. He is survived 
by one son, James Mackey.

ODORS FROM EAST ST. LOUIS

Packing Companies Installing De- 
vices to Pass Vapors Through 
Fire and Water. 

There is prospect that the East 8t. 
Louis Stockyards odors whic occasion- 
ally sweep over St. Louis will be elim 
inated within two months, according to 
a report of Dr. Charles W. Tooker and 
Attorney William 8. Bedal to the Public 
Health Committee of the Civic League. 

The packing companies, the report 
says, are installing devices to pass va- 
pors through fire and water before they 
escape into the air. 

The campaign against odors from East 
St. Louis originated at a conference in 
Mayor Kiel’s office last fall. Confer- 
ences with Mayor Chamberlin and other 
East St. Louig, officials followed. Plans 
io bring suit in the Federal Court were 
dropped after it was found the com- 
panies were willing to eliminate the 
odors.

ENGLAND CHARGES 


Spy System’s Ramifications De- 
clared to Be Revealed by Ar- 
rest of Three Men in London. 


ONE AN AMERICAN CITIZEN 


Anton Kuerferle, Formerly in 
Woolen Business in New York, 
to Be Tied for Treason. 


LONDON, April §.—Charged with send- 
ing military information to Germany by 
means of invisible ink, three men have 
been arrested and will be tried in a 
eivil court. ‘The authorities intimate 
that the case is one of the gravest im- 
portance. One of the suspects, Anton 
Kuepferle, professes to be an American. 
Another, Mueller, says he is a natural- 
ized Englishman, while the third, who 
gives the name of Hahn, dees not deny 
that he is a German subject. Kuepferie 
came here from the United States, first 
visiting Dublin and then coming to Lon- 
don, where he is said to have been 
awaiting passage across the channel. 

Kuepferle resided in De Kalb avenue, 
Brooklyn. He was arrested several 
weeks ago on the eve of his intended de- 
parture for the content. The fact of 
his arrest and the various hearings be- 
fore a police magistrate have been kept 
secret until now on account of the ex- 
treme importance to the State of the 
matters involved and the endeavor to 
deal adequately with the wide ramifica- 
tions of German espionage in England 
which Kuepferie’s apprehension dis- 
closed. 

Headquarters in America. 
It is no exaggeration to say that the 


outbreak of the war, enabling the au- 
thorities to lay bare what they assert is 
a most elaborate system of obtaining 
valuable information of military and 
naval plans and transmitting them to 
the enemy. The worst feature of the 
case is that it is declared to reveal be- 
yond the shadow of a doubt, that the 
most dangerous headquarters’ for dis- 
patching spies to England is located in 
the United States.

MORE BRYAN LOGIC. 
Advising the Democrats of Iowa to align 
themselves on the side of prohibition and nomi- 
nate only dry candidates, Secretary of State Bry- 
an takes extraordinary ground. He closes his 
letter with the following paragraph: 

Prohibttion is not an issue fn all the states, 

but wherever it is an fssue I hope to see the 
Democratic party take the prohibition side, 
It cannot ally itself with liquor interests 
‘without losing its moral standing, and the 
moral standing of a party is the thing that 
gives it permanent strength. A surrender to 
vice or immoralty seldom gives even a tem- 
porary advantage to a party, but even if tem- 
porary advantage could be secured by such a 
course, it would be at the expense of the per- 
manent welfare of the party. It is not only 
right for a party to take the moral side of a 
question, but it pays to do so. 
In the first place, Mr. Bryan puts himself di- 
rectly in antagonism to the historic, traditional, 
fundamental position of the Democratic party on 
sumptuary legislation. The party has stood from 
its birth against Jaws controlling personal con- 
duct or the social customs of a community in all 
matters not in themselves evil. The party plat- 
forms from Jefferson down reiterate the Democ- 
racy’s unswerving support of personal liberty. 

In the second place, Mr. Bryan rejects the Jef- 
fersonian tests of a candidate’s qualification for 
office—"‘Is he honest? Is he capable? Is he 
faithful to the Constitution?”—for the new single 
test, “Is he dry?” He urges Democrats to select 
only “dry” candidates, regardless of other quali- 
fications, on the theory that the righteousness of 
his cause makes the candidate righteous. 

In the third place, Mr. Bryan not only opposes 
the Democratic principle of personal liberty and 
advocates sumptuary laws as the supreme good 
of the state, but he denounces the support of the 
principle as a vicious alliance with any interest 
which may profit by personal liberty. He de- 
clares that to oppose prohibition is to be an ally 
of the liquor interests and to surrender to “vice 
and immorality.” 

Any man who objects to laws which regulate 
what he may eat, what he may drink and where- 
withal he shall be clothed is in alliance with the 
interests which sell meat, drink and clothes and 
is responsible for all the evils that may flow 
from the abuse of these articles. A man who 
does not stand for prohibition of all drink {is ,re- 
sponsible for the conduct of all men who sell 
or consume liquor. If vice or immorality fol- 
lows from the sale or use of liquor the anti-pro- 
hibitionist is responsible for it. 

If the amazing Bryan reasoning, which has 
led him far from Democratic principles, is 
adopted by the party, it will lead the organization 
far from the mass of its voters. It has done that 
several times in the past.

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MAYOR MOLLMAN’S GOOD START. 
The statement of purposes made by Mayor- 
elect Frederick W. Mollman of East St. Louis 
sounds well.

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AN, INTERESTING EXPERIMENT. 

A New York woman, suing for her second di- 
vorce, says she will find true love, if she has to 
marry a hundred times to overtake it.

A LIBERAL EDUCATION. 

The modern newspaper of the first rank at- 
tracts to itself the greatest minds. Men of fight 
and leading feel honored by invitations to express 
themselves to hundreds of thousands of readers 
through this medium. And the articles and in- 
terviews thus spread broadcast constitute in 
themselves a liberal education. 

Of such a character are certain features in the 
coming Sunday Post-Dispatch. For example, 
Pierre Loti, the famous French novelist, member 
of the French Academy and officer of the Legion 
of Honor, writes for the Post-Dispatch a very 
charming story of a recent visit to the King of 
the Belgians.

step. As the one man responsible, under the 


‘Kaiser, for Belgium's warfare since the invasion, 


his story of what the occupation has meant for 
the Belgians, what the German garrison has done 
and his Government’s purposes with regard to 
Belgium’s future is of the highest interest.

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ACTION ON RAILROAD RATES. 

The resolutions of the Missouri Federated 
Commercial Clubs urging an immediate raise of 
railroad rates should have prompt attention 
from the State Public Service Commission. 

The question of sufficient rates for the rail- 
roads to meet their obligations and provide for 
maintenance, equipment, improvements and ex- 
tensions at present overshadows every other 
It is vital to a resumption of 
business prosperity. 

The majority of the State Legislature wanted 
to do something to relieve the railroad stress, 
but failed to agree on what should be done. The 
Public Service Commission is on record as re 
porting to the Legislature that, on the railroad 
showing, better rates are needed. 

This is the prime question, are the rates 
needed? Is an increase required to save the 
roads from bankruptcy or serious embarrass- 
ment and put them on a basis of prosperous 
activity? Delay in doing what is necessary 
would be disastrous. It would be criminal stu- 
pidity. 

The power of the commission to act was af- 
firmea by the Supreme Court. The responsibil- 
ity for action rests with it. There ought to be 
a prompt decision without paltering. 

Inaction, when action is needed, is as danger- 
ous and culpable as wrong action. The conse- 
quences will be visited not only on the public, 
which suffers the pinch of business depression 
and unemployment, but the Democratic party, 
which will be held accountable for them.

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THE FIGHT AGAINST TUBERCULOSIS. 

Oné of the first duties of the new Board of Al- 
dermen should be to take action toward putting 
an end to the existing condition with regard to 
tuberculosis, exposed in the two articles published 
by the Post-Dispatch, April 6 and §. It has been 
proved that St. Louis leads the six great cities in 
the percentage of deaths due to the White 
Plague. Both the St. Louis Society for the Re- 
lief and Prevention of Tuberculosis and _ the 
Board of Health are agreed as to this. It need 
not be so. That one out of every nine funerals 
in St. Louis is that of a consumptive indicates 
that a new, more powerful and-more compre- 
hensive crusade against the disease is urgently 
needed. 

The existing facilities are totally inadequate. 
Although the St. Louis Anti-Tuberculosis §So- 
ciety has done splendid work, a war of this mag- 
nitude and importance cannot be expected to be 
won by any private organization, depending for 
its support on the charitably inclined. It is a 
public matter. The city must take up the work, 
avail itself of all that has been accomplished, here 
and elsewhere, get all the facts and figures, pass 
the necessary legislation and appropriate the 
money needed for the necessary buildings, for 
physicians, fdr the visiting nurses suggested by 
the Board of Health, for camping grounds and 
equipment; and, in general, place St. Louis in 
line with other cities where the fight is showing 
progress. 

The present condition is a public menace. It 
must be met by concerted public effort.

“At the close of business yesterday, it 


was the general impression throughout |§ 


Wall street that the performances of 
Bethlehem Steel sHares proved that an 
actual ‘corner of the shorts’ had been 
manipulated, and that the extravagant 
movement was a result of it. Knowing 
what was the sequel of such exploits, as 
in the unsavory ‘Rock Island corner’ of 
December, 1908, when both a break in 
the general market and disciplinary ac- 
tion by the Governing Committee fol- 
lowed—a feeling of dislike and mistrust 
prevailed in the Wal] street community. 
This was reflected in the general weak- 
ness at yesterday’s closing. 

‘This morning it became known that 
informal inquiry by the Stock Exchange 
authorities had developed the fact that 
no corner in the technical Wali street 
sense, had been created in Bethlehem 
Steel; the inference being that real buy- 
{ig at the rapidly rising prices, had 
been the actual factor in the market. It 
is-not surprising that this presentation 
of the matter should have excited the 
speculative mind; it was the kind of in- 
fluence which, at such junctures as the 
present, always does so. 

“The speculator never is reluctant to 
apply to all other stocks, in his own im- 
agination, conditions whhah must have 
caused so violent a rise in one stock, 
under peculiar influences. This is the 
real philosophy of today’s violently ex- 
cited market, in which standard invest- 
ment shares advanced almost as rapidly 
as the ‘miscellaneous industrials.’
